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THE  GREAT  SIEGE  OF  GIBRALTAR  1779-1783.

This  article  was  inspired  by  the  acquisition  of  book  entitled  “  A  Journal  of  The 
Siege  of  Gibraltar,  1779-1783,”  by  a  Captain  John  Spilsbury  who  was  stationed  in 
Gibraltar  from  March  1776  until  November  1783.  At  first  glance,  there  would 
seem  to  be  little  in  the  diary  to  interest  the  numismatist,  but  in  fact  it  contains  much 
that  is  of  use  both  to  the  coin  collector  and  to  those  who  are  interested  in  either  war 
or  commemorative  medals.  There  are  frequent  references  to  the  rate  of  exchange 
between  the  Spanish  dollar  and  Sterling  currency,  together  with  notes  on  the  ever- 
increasing  rise  in  prices  due  to  the  blockade.  The  diary  also  lists,  with  a  tolerable 
degree  of  accuracy,  the  officers  who  served  in  the  garrison  during  the  three  and  a  half 
years  of  the  siege.  Lastly,  it  provides  the  collector  of  commemorative  medals  with 
a  first  hand  account  of  an  historical  event  that  gave  England  final  control  of  the 
Mediterranean  and  which  was  the  subject  of  several  medals. 

I  am  indebted  to  the  Librarian  of  the  Gibraltar  Garrison  Library  for  permission 
to  reproduce  certain  passages  from  Spilsbury’s  diary  which  was  printed  and  published 
by  them.  Whilst  this  book  is  not  regarded  as  the  official  record  of  the  siege,  it  does 
throw  some  light  on  conditions  in  the  beleagured  garrison  and  provided  it  is  accurate, 
information  of  this  nature  is  always  welcome.  For  a  more  detailed  account  of  the 
Great  Siege,  readers  should  refer  to  Colonel  Drinkwater’s  book  on  the  subject.' 


■  John  Drinkwater  “A  History  of  the  Siege  of  Gibraltar,  1779-1783.” — John  Murray  1905. 
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In  order  to  appreciate  why  Spain  should  devote  so  much  efifort  to  overcome  the 
Garrison,  it  is  necessary  to  have  some  knowledge  of  the  history  of  the  Rock  prior 
to  1779.  Commanding,  as  it  does,  the  entrance  to  the  Mediterranean,  Gibraltar  is 
of  prime  importance  as  a  naval  base  and  as  such  it  has  long  been  the  subject  of  much 
controversy  between  Britain  and  Spain. 

In  1462,  Spain  captured  the  Rock  from  the  Moorish  king  of  Grenada  and  in 
1 502  it  was  formally  annexed  by  them,  remaining  under  Spanish  rule  for  something 
over  two  hundred  years.  The  year  1702  saw  the  beginning  of  the  war  of  the  Spanish 
Succession,  with  England  and  Holland  together  with  their  allies  ranged  against 
France,  Spain,  Bavaria,  the  Elector  of  Cologne  and  the  Duke  of  Mantua.  In  1703 
Portugal  entered  into  the  war  on  the  side  of  England  and  this  event  enabled  the 
allies  to  use  Lisbon  harbour  as  a  re-victualling  port.  Thus,  making  use  of  these 
facilities  in  July  of  the  following  year,  a  combined  Anglo-Dutch  fleet  commanded 
by  Sir  George  Rooke  and  reinforced  by  a  squadron  under  the  command  of  Sir 
Cloudesley  Shovell,  began  the  bombardment  of  Gibraltar.  On  August  4th,  a 
combined  attack  directed  on  land  by  Prince  George  of  Hesse-Darmstadt,  forced 
the  Spanish  governor,  the  Marquis  de  Salines,  to  surrender.  Throughout  the  suc¬ 
ceeding  winter  of  1704  05  France  and  Spain  made  concerted  efforts  to  regain  the 
Rock,  but  Darmstadt  successfully  withstood  all  the  attacks  and  since  that  time 
Gibraltar  has  remained  in  British  hands.  At  the  peace  of  Utrecht  in  1713  Gibraltar 
was  confirmed  a  British  possession. 

Strangely  enough,  Britain  nearly  lost  Gibraltar  of  her  own  freewill  when,  five 
years  later,  the  government  defied  public  opinion  and  suggested  that  Spain  should 
accept  the  Rock  as  an  inducement  to  join  the  Quadruple  Alliance.  Fortunately, 
however.  Cardinal  Alberoni  made  one  of  the  few  mistakes  of  his  political  career  and 
refused  it.  In  1 720,  a  projected  attack  under  the  Marquis  of  Leda  did  not  materialise 
due  to  Spain’s  final  acceptance  of  the  terms  of  the  Quadruple  Alliance. 

Hostilities  threatened  again  in  1725  when  Louis  XV  jilted  the  six  years’  old 
Spanish  Infanta  in  favour  of  Maria  Leszczynska,  daughter  of  ex-king  Stanislas  of 
Poland.  Britain  formed  an  alliance  with  France  and  Prussia  to  counter  the  threat 
of  the  pact  made  between  Spain  and  the  Habsburgs  and  once  more  the  balance  of 
power  seemed  to  have  been  maintained.  In  fact,  no  formal  declaration  of  war  was 
made  at  this  time,  but  in  1727  an  attack  was  made  upon  Gibraltar  by  the  Count  de 
la  Torres  at  the  head  of  20,000  troops.  Although  the  Spaniards  boasted  that  they 
“  would  take  the  place  or  die  in  the  attempt,”  their  siege  was  unsuccessful  and  they 
were  forced  to  retire  after  some  four  months.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  the 
legend  on  the  reverse  of  the  medal  that  was  struck  on  this  occasion  (No.  5)  speaks 
of  a  third  possibility  other  than  success  or  death,  namely  to  retire.  The  translation 
reads  “  But  a  third  and  less  dangerous  alternative  is  offered,  to  retire.” 

For  the  next  thirty  years  Gibraltar  had  a  relatively  uneventful  existence  though 
she  never  failed  to  occupy  an  important  position  in  European  affairs.  By  1757, 
however,  Gibraltar  was  once  more  the  centre  of  controversy  when  Pitt  offered  the 
Rock  to  Spain  if  she  would  ally  herself  with  Britain  and  Prussia  against  France. 
Again,  Spain  declined  the  offer  preferring  to  remain  neutral. 

During  the  second  half  of  the  eighteenth  century  many  of  the  more  important 
events  in  European  history  centred  around  Britain,  France,  Prussia  and  Spain. 
France,  who  had  long  regarded  Britain  as  her  natural  enemy,  fanned  the  flame  of 
enmity  by  supplying  the  rebels  in  America  with  money  and  arms  and  in  1778,  two 
years  after  the  Declaration,  recognised  American  independence  and  signed  a  com¬ 
mercial  treaty  with  her.  In  May  of  the  same  year  Britain  declared  war  on  France. 
Spain  entered  the  war  in  1779  and  immediately  turned  her  attention  towards 
Gibraltar. 
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“  June  1st.  1779.  This  day  the  communication  shut  with  Spain,  the  guards  are 
reinforced  and  Grand  Battery  made  a  Captains’  Night  Guard.”  Thus  begins  the 
first  entry  in  Spilsbury’s  diary.  It  was  not  until  the  following  month  though  that 
firing  began  and  even  then  the  Spaniards  contented  themselves  with  firing  at  ships 
passing  in  and  out  of  the  harbour. 

The  Garrison  commander,  General  George  Elliot,  conducted  the  defence  of  the 
Rock  with  considerable  foresight  and  determination  and  in  April  1783,  after  the 
peace  had  been  signed,  he  w'as  made  a  K.B.E.  at  a  ceremony  in  Gibraltar.  On  his 
return  to  England  Parliament  voted  him  a  handsome  pension  for  life  and  the  king 
also  raised  him  to  the  peerage  by  creating  him  Lord  Heathfield. 

To  a  lesser  extent  Elliot  shared  the  hardships  of  his  troops.  On  November  7th, 
1779,  we  find  the  entry  . . .  “  nineteen  shillings  given  for  a  pigs  head.  The  Governor 
does  not  care  how  dear  things  are,  but  he  has  left  off  treating  with  hock  and  claret.” 
Two  days  later  Elliot  “  tried  what  a  man  can  subsist  on  and  lived  himself  for  8  days 
on  4oz.  of  rice  per  day.” 

The  price  of  food,  etc.  began  to  rise  soon  after  the  closure  of  the  frontier  and 
instead  of  the  rate  of  exchange  being  thirty-six  pence  to  the  dollar  of  eight  reales, 
the  rate  frequently  fluctuated  between  forty  and  forty-two  pence.  It  is  interesting 
to  note  that  According  to  Spilsbury,  the  cob  eight  reals  were  current  for  twelve 
instead  of  eight  reales :  unfortunately,  there  is  no  explanation  as  to  why  this  should 
be  so.  The  real  was  equal  to  sixteen  quartils  and  reckoning  the  dollar  at  thirty-six 
pence,  this  made  the  real  worth  fourpence  halfpenny.  At  full  garrison  pay  a  sergeant 
received  one  dollar  six  reals  a  week,  which  was  equal  to  ninepence  a  day ;  a  corporal 
and  drummer  received  one  dollar,  one  real,  five  quarts  (sixpence  a  day)  and  a  private 
seven  reals  (fourpence  halfpenny  a  day). 

Some  hardship  was  caused  by  the  fact  that  the  garrison  always  received  their 
pay  at  par  so  that  on  the  occasions  when  the  rate  of  exchange  was  as  high  as  forty-two 
pence  to  the  dollar  those  who  found  it  necessary  to  draw  their  pay  lost  sixpence  in 
every  three  shillings. 

By  September  1779  fresh  provisions  had  become  very  expensive  and  with  the 
exchange  at  forty-two  pence  to  the  dollar  a  duck  and  small  plum  pudding  cost 
seven  shillings.  Later,  Spilsbury  remarks  somewhat  ruefully  that  he  paid  “  7/-  for 
a  dinner  of  salt  beef  and  a  little  bit  of  fish  and  pudding.” 

Apart  from  the  references  to  the  hardships  of  the  garrison  caused  by  the  blockade, 
there  are  some  interesting  sidelights  on  the  conditions  prevailing  in  the  British  army 
at  the  time.  Apparently,  a  private  of  the  58th  regiment  was  overheard  to  say  that 
if  the  Spaniards  came,  “  damn  him  that  would  not  join  them.”  Elliot  said  he  must 
be  mad  and  ordered  his  head  to  be  shaved,  to  be  blistered,  bled  and  sent  to  the  Provost 
on  bread  and  water,  wear  a  tight  waistcoat  and  to  be  prayed  for  in  church. 

A  less  novel  and  more  rigorous  punishment  was  meted  out  to  a  private  of  the 
72nd  regiment  who  struck  a  lieutenant;  he  was  sentenced  to  a  thousand  lashes. 
Flogging  was  a  common  punishment  and  a  72nd  who  stole  some  chickens  was  stood 
in  the  pillory  and  flogged.  Considering  that  a  chicken  was  valued  at  approximately 
two  dollars,  the  punishment  seems  very  severe  although  one  must  remember  that 
the  value  was  equal  to  over  two  weeks  pay  for  the  private.  A  97th  who  robbed  the 
stores  was  hanged. 

In  January  1780,  Admiral  Rodney  succeeded  in  conducting  a  convoy  of  supplies 
to  the  beleagured  garrison  and  a  medal  was  struck  to  commemorate  this  and  the 
subsequent  battle  of  Cape  St.  Vincent  (No.  6);  the  artist  is  unknown.  Although 
these  provisions  and  stores  were  very  welcome  in  the  garrison,  the  blockade  had 
never  been  absolutely  complete  and  small  boats  occasionally  slipped  into  the  harbour 
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undercover  of  darkness.  Fresh  vegetables  were  always  in  short  supply  and  as  a 
result  disease  in  many  forms  was  prevalent  in  the  garrison.  By  March  1780  fever 
and  smallpox  had  broken  out  and  by  October,  scurvey  added  to  the  discomforts  of 
the  garrison.  The  latter  was  relieved  to  some  extent  however  by  the  capture  of  a 
Danish  ship  with  a  cargo  of  lemons. 

All  these  months  the  Spaniards  had  contented  themselves  with  a  more  or  less 
continual  barrage,  but  by  the  middle  of  1782  it  had  become  apparent  that  something 
more  was  intended.  In  August,  a  deserter  informed  his  interrogators  that  a  big 
attack  was  proposed  for  the  15th  of  September.  In  fact,  the  attack  began  some 
days  prior  to  this  and  of  prime  importance  to  the  numismatist  is  the  attack  by  the 
battering  ships  of  the  13th.  A  number  of  crudely  made  medals  (No.  9)  appear  to 
have  been  produced  in  the  garrison  in  honour  of  their  defeat  and  distributed  to 
deserving  soldiers.  These  ships,  of  which  there  were  ten  in  number,  were  of  an 
entirely  new  design  and  had  been  constructed  especially  for  the  purpose  of  main¬ 
taining  a  sustained  fire  at  the  Rock. 

The  battering  ships  were  covered  on  top  with  sloping  decks  so  that  any  shot 
landing  on  them  would  roll  off  and  the  covering  continued  down  to  the  waterline 
on  the  port  side  with  gun  ports  on  either  one  or  two  levels.  Apart  from  the  sloping 
deck  the  starboard  side  was  open  to  facilitate  the  speedy  landing  of  troops  and 
munitions.  The  defeat  of  the  battering  ships,  which  contributed  in  no  small  way 
to  the  entire  victory  of  Gibraltar,  was  due  to  the  vast  quantity  of  red-hot  shot  that 
was  showered  on  them.  The  “  Pastora  ”  mentioned  on  the  medal  was  the  flagship 
of  Admiral  Don  Buena  Ventura  Moreno  (see  illustration). 


According  to  Spilsbury,  the  “  Pastora  ”  contained  twenty-six  guns  and  some 
seven  hundred  men.  Neither  Spilsbury  nor  Drinkwater  mention  these  medals  and 
their  place  of  origin  must  remain  a  mystery;  the  fact  that  they  are  rather  crudely 
made  does,  however,  seem  to  indicate  their  being  made  in  Gibraltar.  The  argument 
that  if  they  had  been  produced  in  the  Garrison  at  the  time,  one  of  the  diarists  would 
have  mentioned  them,  does  not  hold  water  for  none  of  the  other  medals  struck  at  the 
termination  of  the  siege  are  mentioned  and  both  Spilsbury  and  Drinkwater  would 
certainly  have  known  about  them  before  completing  their  manuscripts.  Neither 
of  the  diarists  specifically  mention  the  “  Fire  Workers  Volunteer  Co.,”  although 
Drinkwater  states  that  a  picket  of  a  hundred  men  under  a  Lieutenant  Trentham 
relieved  the  majority  of  the  gunners  on  the  evening  of  the  13th  September.  A 
number  of  officers  and  N.C.O.’s  from  the  Artillery  were  stationed  to  instruct  the 
marines  how  to  fire  the  red-hot  shot.  It  is  possible,  therefore,  that  the  “  Garsn. 
Lieut.  Fire  Workers  Vol.  Co.”  on  the  medal  refers  to  Lieutenant  Trentham  and  his 
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picket.  Alternatively,  the  legend  could  refer  to  the  men  who  w^ere  needed  through¬ 
out  the  day  to  tend  the  furnaces  in  order  to  heat  the  shot. 

Three  other  medals  were  struck  to  commemorate  the  victory  over  the  battering 
ships  (Nos.  7,  8  &  10).  The  medal  by  Terry  (No.  7)  is  of  particular  interest  since  it 
depicts  one  of  the  battering  ships  in  action. 

The  Hanoverian  Brigade  played  an  important  part  in  the  defence  and  as  a 
personal  mark  of  his  esteem,  Eliott  caused  a  number  of  silver  medals  to  be  struck 
which  he  gave  to  the  officers  and  men  (No.  13).  A  few  specimens  were  also  struck 
in  gold  and  were  presented  to  George  III  and  other  members  of  the  Royal  Family. 
The  expense  involved  in  this  must  have  been  considerable.  Elliot  was  probably 
well  able  to  afford  it  though,  since  his  share  of  the  first  distribution  of  the  prize 
money  which  resulted  from  the  “  Head  Money  ”  granted  by  parliament  for 
destroying  the  battering  ships  and  the  sale  of  the  “  St.  Michael,”  a  captured  Spanish 
man-o’-war,  amounted  to  The  total  amount  of  this  distribution  was

Two  further  distributions  were  made,  one  of  16,000  and  the  other  of  /^8,000, 
the  money  being  principally  obtained  from  the  sale  of  cannon  and  other  items 
fished  up  from  the  wrecks  of  the  battering  ships. 

Soon  after  the  defeat  of  September  1782,  it  was  learnt  that  Admiral  Howe  had 
left  England  to  relieve  Gibraltar  and  on  his  arrival  he  was  able  to  put  a  quantity  of 
supplies  ashore.  By  this  time  the  blockade  was  no  longer  continued  with  much 
zeal  and  it  was  soon  evident  that  the  Spanish  camp  was  breaking  up.  Despite  this, 
it  was  not  until  February  3rd,  1783  that  peace  was  finally  declared.  In  that  year 
three  medals  were  struck  to  commemorate  the  termination  of  the  siege  (Nos.  15, 
16  and  17). 

The  medal  by  Reich  (see  illustration  on  front  cover)  is,  perhaps,  the  most 
attractive  of  these  and  clearly  shows  some  of  the  Spanish  batteries  in  action. 

In  addition  to  Elliots’  medal,  Pingo  also  executed  a  large  medal  (No.  15)  com¬ 
memorating  the  termination  of  the  siege.  These  medals  are  sometimes  engraved 
around  the  edge  and  Tancred  mentions  one  reading  “To  Ensign  D.  Latimer 
Tinling,  12th  Regiment,  from  M.  General  Picton  Colonel  12th  Regiment  Foot, 
1783.”  Spilsbury  mentions  two  men  by  the  name  of  Tinling,  but  neither  of  them 
are  from  the  12th  Regt.  of  Foot  which  was  Spilsbury’s  own  regiment  and  his  roll 
of  which  is  likely  to  be  the  most  accurate.  An  Ensign  Tinling  from  H.M.S. 
Porcupine  is  listed  as  a  member  of  the  Marine  Brigade  which  was  formed  on 
September  7th,  1782.  There  is  also  a  Mr.  David  Tinling,  draughtsman  to  the 
Chief  Engineer,  who  was  wounded  on  November  16th,  1781,  having  been  tem¬ 
porarily  appointed  to  be  an  Assistant  Engineer  on  August  3rd,  1779.  It  seems 
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unlikely  that  these  two  were  one  and  the  same  man,  but  in  that  case  it  is  a  coincidence 
that  both  men  should  be  in  Gibraltar  at  the  same  time  for  the  name  is  not  a  common 
one.  Possibly  the  explanation  is  that  Ensign  Tinling  was  originally  in  the  12th  regt. 
and  was  subsequently  drafted  to  the  Marines  to  serve  on  board  H.M.S.  Porcupine 
and  returned  to  the  12th  at  the  termination  of  the  siege.

FACTS  AND  FIGURES  —  1961. 

Royal  Mint.  Ninety- Second  Annual  Report  of  the  Deputy  Master  and  Controller  for 
the  year  1961.  90  pp.,  8  plates  {we  can  supply — 8s.,  post  free). 

We  have  looked  through  this  report  and  have  culled  from  it  the  following  facts. 

Farthings.  It  was  estimated  that  there  were  over  180  million  in  circulation  when  this 
denomination  was  demonetized  but  only  8  million  were  returned  to  the  Royal  Mint. 

Halfpennies.  For  the  first  time  since  the  modern  bronze  coinage  started  in  1860  no 
halfpennies  were  struck  in  1961. 

Pennies.  As  there  was  an  increased  demand  for  these  coins,  pennies  were  again  struck, 
the  first  since  1953,  and  39  million  were  made  and  issued. 

Maria  Theresa  Thalers,  1780.  The  Royal  Mint  agreed  not  to  strike  any  more  of  these 
pieces  on  the  understanding  that  British  firms  could  obtain  adequate  supphes  at  reasonable 
prices  from  the  Vienna  mint.  The  report  contains  a  short  history  of  these  pieces. 

Dominica.  The  Royal  Mint  struck  two  new  coins  for  this  country,  the  1  and  5  centavos. 
The  obverse  shows  the  head  of  an  Indian  woman  with  feathered  head-dress. 

Iceland.  Gold  500  kronur  were  struck  for  Iceland  to  mark  the  150th  anniversary  of  the 
birth  of  Jon  Sigurdsson,  the  Icelandic  scholar  and  statesman:  10,000  pieces  were  made. 

Muscat  and  Oman.  Four  denominations  were  struck  for  the  Sultan.  They  all  bear 
the  arms  on  the  obverse.  The  5  baizas  has  for  its  reverse  a  bedan — an  Arab  sailing  craft; 
the  other  pieces  just  the  value  and  date  “  1380  ”  or  “  1381.”  They  made  1000  gold  15  rials. 
The  other  denominations  were :  silver  half  rial,  cupro-nickel  five  baizas  and  bronze  three  baizas. 
They  also  struck  150  proofs  of  the  half  rial  in  gold. 

Viet-Nam.  For  this  country  they  struck  cupro-nickel  one  piastres  and  aluminium  50 
cents;  both  have  on  them  the  portrait  of  President  Diem  with  a  cluster  of  bamboo  for  the 
reverse  design. 

Proofs.  Besides  the  Muscat  half  rial  pieces  mentioned  above  they  also  made  100  sets  of 
the  Burmese  coins  and  100  sets  of  Uruguay  coins ;  in  addition  they  struck  600  proof  threepences 
and  pennies  for  Jersey. 

Kuwait.  As  well  as  cupro-nickel  and  nickel  brass  coins  struck  by  the  Mint  there  was  a  new 
gold  five  dinars.  These  pieces  were  of  the  same  design  as  the  other  coins  with  Arab  dhow, 
1000  were  struck. 

Katanga.  Mints  in  the  United  Kingdom  struck  2  million  bronze  five  francs  for  this 
country  and  also  20,000  gold  five  francs  from  similar  dies. 

U.K.  coinage  with  the  amount  made  to  the  nearest  million.  Halfcrown — 26;  florin — 38; 
shilling — 40  English  rev.,  3  Scottish  rev.’,  sixpence — 111;  threepence — 41;  penny — 40.  In 
addition  just  over  a  thousand  of  each  of  the  Maundy  coins.

Commemorative  medals  made  included: — a  medal  for  the  blind  with  the  reverse  con¬ 
sisting  of  an  inscription  in  braille;  a  medal  commemorating  the  centenary  of  the  City  of 
Victoria,  British  Columbia,  issued  by  the  Victoria  Numismatic  Society;  Trustee  Savings  Bank 
medallion  which  bears  a  portrait  of  Charles  Dickens,  as  he  was  an  “  advocate  of  thrift.” 
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Numismatist  ...  or  Not?  Each  month  a  small  white  booklet  drops  through  my  letter 
box,  and  each  month  I  feel  as  though  I  were  opening  a  treasure  chest  under  the  watchful  eye 
of  a  Fairy  Godmother  who  has  said  “  You  may  choose  just  so  many  of  these  jewels  .  .  .  but 
no  more:  So  choose  carefully  and  select  wisely  and  well.” 

Eagerly  I  skim  through  the  booklet  in  my  rare  and  valuable  spare  moments;  look  at  the 
page  headings,  the  beautiful  plates;  try  to  read  the  letterpress  (unless  too  technical  or  specialised 
for  me). 

Then  comes  the  serious  business  of  selection:  This  is  a  matter  of  moment,  but  also  of 
urgency;  a  day’s  delay,  and  most  of  the  coveted  coins  may  be  sold  already. 

Inevitably  my  glance  skims  down  the  prices  .  .  .  for  limited  means  is  the  governing  factor 
in  my  choice. 

A  lovely  piece  under  British  Crowns  .  .  .  beautifully  illustrated  on  Plate  X  .  .  .  but,  alas, 
it  costs  £12  10s,  and  even  £2  10s  is  steep  for  me. 

Regretfully,  but  of  necessity,  my  pen  is  drawn  through  the  higher  priced  columns  .  .  . 
sometimes  pages  in  the  Gold  section. 

Foreign  Coins  and  Greek  Coins  I  can  dismiss  with  relief,  for  I  am  trying  to  build  up  a 
“  representative  ”  collection  of  English  Coins  from  1962  back  to  Roman  Occupation. 

Prices  in  shillings  rather  than  pounds  catch  my  eye  and  are  duly  ringed.  Now,  what  have 
I  marked,  and  what  have  I  already  got  ?  Sometimes  my  childish  delight  in  a  lot  for  a  little  is 
set  aside  for  the  acquisition  of  one  or  two  higher-priced  items.  And  sometimes  a  little  nagging 
worry  assails  me;  would  it  be  wiser  to  get  (or  apply  for)  one  coin  per  month  at,  say,  £5,  than 
go  for  that  exciting  fat  packet  plumping  on  the  mat,  containing  a  miscellaneous  group  of  small 
silver,  copper,  and  perhaps  a  medal  or  two  (a  new  and  seductive  interest)  ? 

Am  I  a  Numismatist  ...  or  a  magpie?  Is  my  “  collection  ”  merely  an  accumulation? 

But  the  small  booklet  is  due  again  ...  it  arrives,  and  once  more  my  hands  excitedly  open 
the  treasure  chest  .  .  .  “  Go  away.  Godmother,  I  can  dream,  can’t  I  ?” — Frank  H.  Hastie. 

Roman  Republican  Plated  Denarii.  In  my  article  on  “  Coin  Production  in  the  Ancient 
World  ”  (Dec.  1962  Bulletin),  I  mentioned  the  custom  of  plating  bronze  coins  with  silver 
on  certain  occasions  during  the  Roman  Republic. 

The  fact  is  of  great  importance  to  historians  and  numismatists  on  account  of  the  light  it 
sheds  on  the  economic  situation  in  Rome  during  the  period  between  the  Gracchi  and  Sulla. 
Research  subsequent  to  the  article  has  revealed  some  noteworthy  facts  on  which  I  should  like 
to  make  brief  observations,  and  in  particular  my  attention  has  been  drawn  to  what  may  be 
an  unpublished  plated  denarius. 

Pliny  in  Nat.  Hist.  XXXIV,  9,  46,  alludes  to  the  practice  of  plating,  and  attributes  its 
introduction  to  a  certain  tribune  Drusus.  This  might  either  be  the  elder  tribune  M.  Livius 
Drusus,  who  held  office  in  122  B.c.  or  the  younger  Drusus  who  held  office  in  91  B.c.  Modern 
scholars  tend  to  favour  the  former. 

Some  plated  didrachms  of  Series  A  (269  B.c. — “  Ostian  ”  issue)  exist,  but  these  may  be 
forgeries.  Plating  was  originally  one  of  the  devices  of  forgers,  and  existed  before  official 
plating.  Official  plating  was  carried  out  as  a  method  of  debasement,  instead  of  alloying 
copper  with  the  silver.  If  the  series  A  plated  coins  are  official,  the  need  for  debasement  might 
be  attributed  to  the  First  Punic  War. 
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Debasement  was  carried  out  in  some  way  or  other  during  the  Second  Pumc  War,  but  no 
evidence  survives  (except  perhaps  some  “  forged  ”  quadrigati  ?). 

There  is  no  certain  evidence  for  debasement  until  the  period  145-138  b.c.  when  Publius 
Cornelius  Sulla  issued  plated  denarii.  Coins  of  Cornelius  Sulla  are  comparatively  common, 
but  I  have  in  my  collection  one  such  denarius  which  is  plated,  and  which  I  beheve  may  be 
unpublished.  On  stylistic  grounds  it  does  not  appear  to  be  a  forgery.  This  would  put  the 
date  for  the  introduction  of  plating  back  ten  years.  Cornelius  Sulla  was  not  the  Sulla  ot  me 
Civil  War  with  Marius,  but  belonged  to  the  same  gens.  If  a  date  of  142  b.c.  is  correa,  rather 
than  122  b.c.  (though  f^urther  evidence  is  still  needed)  what  then  is  the  significance  . 

The  denarius  was  originally  a  didrachm  of  ten  asses,  each  of  two  ounces.  The  weight  ot 
the  as  gradually  was  reduced  to  one  ounce,  and  the  den^ius  was  retariffed  as  sixteen  asses. 
If  however,  the  silver  was  debased  by  about  an  eighth  this  would  now  restore  the  old 
silver  to  bronze  ahnost  exactly.  The  need  for  this  debasement  was  formerly  beheved  to  be 
the  Social  War  of  the  Gracchi,  but  now  a  new  reason  must  be  sought. 

I  should  be  extremely  grateful  if  readers  of  the  Bulletin  who  have  any  further  iMormation 
concerning  these  denarii  could  please  let  me  know  of  their  own  discoveries  .  L.  R.  Latng. 

Wilton  Mint  Penny.  I  was  very  interested  in  your  item  on  page  471  of  the  December 
1962  Bulletin  called  “  Finders  will  get  £500  for  Coins  Treasure. 

The  statement  that  “  Two  others  were  minted  in  Wilton,”  is  not  however  correct  as  only 
one  of  the  coins  found  was  from  the  Wilton  Mint.

Anderston  Pewter  Shilling  Token.  In  November/December  1957,  you  published 
letters  from  R.  Nott  describing  a  shilling  token  in  pewter,  of  the  Anderston  Cotton  Works.

Coins  from  the  Saxon  Palace  at  Cheddar.  Mr.  P.  A.  Rahtz  recently  gave  a  lecture 
to  members  of  the  Somerset  Archaeological  Society  on  his  excavations  on  the  S^on  site  at 
Cheddar.  He  paid  tribute  to  Mr.  Ralegh  Radford,  who  had  first  deduced  t^t  this  must  be 
the  site  of  a  roval  Saxon  palace  from  the  presence  of  the  rums  of  the  chapel  of  St.  Columbanus, 
and  from  evidence  given  in  some  of  the  early  charters.  It  was  also  largely  through  M^ 
Radford’s  influence  that  the  necessary  money  had  been  forthcoming  for  the  excavation  to 

proceed.  ,  x-  • 

Mr.  Rahtz  said  tliat  the  site  was  of  exceptional  interest  because  there  are  very  few  importan 
Saxon  sites  that  lend  themselves  to  excavation.  Most  of  them  have  become  submerpd 
beneath  large  towns  like  London  and  Winchester,  whereas  at  Cheddar,  probably  on  account  of 
the  hunting  facilities,  this  important  site,  once  a  home  of  the  Kmgs  of  Wessex,  had  remained

Finally,  later  in  the  13th  century,  the  whole  property  was  given  by  the  Crown 
of  Wells  and  the  timber  hall  was  replaced  by  a  stone  building.  Excavations  showed  that  the 
cLTe  "  wWch  k  onThe  site  of  part  of  the  early  9th  century  hall,  had  several  stages  covering  a 
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period  from  about  930  to  1400,  the  present  stone  ruin  being  part  13th  and  part  14th  century. 
In  the  floor  of  the  chapel  was  found  a  bell  mould  of  unusual  interest. 

The  lecture  was  illustrated  by  slides,  which  showed  very  clearly  the  various  phases  of 
occupation  covering  a  period  of  over  four  centuries.  Also  shown  were  some  slides  of  the 
flnds  which  included  bronze  tweezers  with  an  animal  head,  a  9th  century  bronze  straphead  with 
interlaced  decoration,  and  a  most  valuable  collection  of  coin  consisting  of  an  Ethelwulf  penny, 
two  coins  of  King  Burgraed,  an  Edmund  halfpenny,  minted  at  Bath  and  of  great  rarity,  and 
coins  of  Athelstan,  Ethelred  II,  Canute  and  some  post-Conquest  coins. 

These  treasures  w'ill  in  due  course  find  a  permanent  home  in  the  Somerset  County  Museum.

More  Sovereigns  to  be  Minted.  Further  minting  of  gold  sovereigns  is  to  be  undertaken 
shortly  by  the  Royal  Mint,  the  Treasury  announced  last  night. 

As  with  the  mintings  undertaken  in  1957,  1958  and  1959,  they  will  have  the  Queen’s 
effigy  on  the  obverse  and  St.  George  and  the  Dragon  with  the  date  on  the  reverse. 

The  coins  zvill  not  be  issued  for  circulation  in  the  U.K.  but  will  be  used  to  augment 
stocks  of  sovereigns  in  the  nation’s  gold  reserves.  “  This,”  the  Treasury  states,  “  will  enable 
sovereigns  from  these  stocks  to  be  released  for  circulation  abroad  to  meet  a  demand  which,  if 
unsatisfied,  might  give  rise  to  counterfeiting.” 

The  sovereigns,  which  are  to  be  sold  for  dollars  or  other  convertible  currency,  will  not  be 
issued  to  collectors  except  for  a  very  small  number  for  the  National  Coin  Collections. 

Only  limited  mintings  of  gold  coins  have  been  undertaken  since  1917.  A  coinage  of  about 
3.5m.  sovereigns  was  minted  in  1925  and  to  commemorate  the  accession  of  King  George  VI 
a  small  number  of  £5  and  £2  pieces,  sovereigns  and  half-sovereigns  were  issued  as  specimen 
pieces. 

A  relatively  small  number  of  sovereigns  were  minted  in  1949  and  1951-52  [dated  1925] 
but  during  the  period  1957  to  1959  12m.  were  minted. — Financial  Times,  22nd  December,  1962. 

[Though  these  new  sovereigns  may  eventually  become  available  in  this  country  for  sale 
to  collectors,  we  do  not  anticipate  being  able  to  obtain  supplies  at  an  early  date.  For  this 
reason  we  shall  not,  repeat  NOT,  accept  orders  for  these  sovereigns  at  this  stage.  If  we  do 
eventually  obtain  specimens  for  sale  they  will  be  advertized  in  the  Bulletin. — Editor]. 


SOME  NOTES  ON  THE  SERVICE  MEDALS  FOR 
CAMPAIGNS  AND  EXPEDITIONS  IN  AFRICA.

Campaigns  of  1877-79. 

Peace  reigned  in  South  Africa  for  about  24  years  after  the  surrender  of  Sandilli, 
and  it  was  not  until  the  year  1877  that  action  had  to  be  taken  against  the  Galekas  and 
Gaikas  in  the  West  of  Cape  Colony. 

The  Galekas  under  Chief  Kreli  and  the  Gaikas  under  Chief  Sandilli  had,  in  the 
past,  used  the  tribe  of  Fingoes  as  servants.  In  1835,  however,  the  Fingoes  had  come 
under  British  Protection  and  had  prospered,  causing  the  Galekas  and  Gaikas  to  be 
jealous  of  their  good  fortune. 

On  the  25th  September,  1877,  a  fierce  attack  was  launched  against  the  Frontier 
Mounted  Police  who  held  the  post  at  Guadana — this  attack  was  repulsed.  A  few 
days  later  another  attack  was  made  against  the  post  at  Ibeka,  held  by  a  small  party 
and  some  Fingoes — again  the  enemy  was  repulsed  with  heavy  loss. 

The  Commander-in-Chief  the  Cape  now  took  command  and  detachments  of  the 
24th  and  88th  Regiments  with  Volunteers  and  500  Fingoes,  led  by  British  Officers, 
invaded  the  enemy  territory  and  burnt  Chief  Kreli’s  kraal. 

The  river  Kei  was  crossed  in  December,  1877,  the  advance  starting  on  the  26th 
December.  This  force  consisted  of  a  naval  brigade,  detachments  of  the  24th  and 
88th  Regiments  as  mounted  infantry  and  the  band  of  the  24th  acting  as  gunners. 
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As  only  five  days  of  the  year  1877  were  left  it  will  be  appreciated  that  medals  bearing 
the  bar  with  single  date  1877  are  scarce,  in  fact  the  bar  1877-8  is  not  exactly  common. 
Volunteer  units  had  however  been  in  action  since  the  first  attacks  by  the  enemy  and 
the  single  date  1877  may  be  found  on  the  medal  bars  to  those  units.  This  campaign 
was  ended  in  February  1878  by  the  surrender  of  Chief  Sandilli,  to  a  force  commanded 
by  Sir  Evelyn  Wood,  V.C.  Chief  Kreli  had  already  surrendered  and  an  amnesty 
was  proclaimed. 

The  rolls  for  this  campaign  are  none  too  clear,  abstracts  are  few,  and  the  column 
headings  far  from  definite.  A  single  date  1877  medal  to  a  man  of  the  24th  did 
appear  in  the  sales  some  time  ago,  and  one  to  a  volunteer  has  also  been  offered. 

The  units  entitled  to  bars  with  dates  1877  and  1878  are: — The  Royal  Na\7, 
H.M.S.  Active  showing  on  the  roll  as  65  with  the  bar  1877-8  and  108  with  the  bar 
1877-8-9;  the  Royal  Artillery,  ll/7th  Bde.  having  3  for  1877-8  and  38  for  1877-8-9, 
“  M  ”  5th  Bde.  being  entitled  to  some  200  medals  with  the  three  dates,  but  only 
two  with  1877-8,  8/7th  Bde.  claimed  23  of  the  1877-8  bars  and  11  bars  with  the  three 
dates;  7th  Company  the  Royal  Engineers  were  entitled  to  1877-8  (28)  and  1877-8-9, 
one  N.C.O.  having  the  bar  1878-9. 

Infantry  regiments  for  which  the  bars  1877-8  may  be  found  are  the  13th  (Prince 
Albert’s  Somersetshire  Light  Infantry),  24th  (South  Wales  Borderers),  80th  (2nd 
Bn.  South  Staffordshire  Regt.),  88th  (1st  Bn.  The  Connaught  Rangers),  90th  (2nd 
Bn.  The  Scottish  Rifles),  Army  Service  Corps  and  the  Volunteers.  Where  date 
bars  have  been  specially  noted  it  is  shown  in  the  final  list  for  1877-8-9. 

While  the  war  against  the  Gaikas  and  Galekas  was  in  progress  trouble  arose  in 
Griqualand  West  to  the  north  of  the  Orange  Free  State — this  insurrection  was 
suppressed  by  colonial  Forces,  but  a  column  appears  in  the  rolls  for  griquas  1878 
and  a  few  British  troops  are  noted  as  being  present.  As  these  men  were  probably 
employed  in  the  Zulu  War  as  well  it  is  not  possible  to  identify  any  man  without 
full  details. 

In  1878  operations  were  also  directed  against  Chief  Sekukuni,  entries  of 
“  Sekukuni  1878  ”  being  made  on  the  rolls  in  a  few  cases.  Chief  Sekukuni  was 
allied  to  Cetawayo  and  was  not  finally  subdued  until  1880  when  Privates  Flawn  and 
Fitzpatrick  of  the  94th  Regt.  (2nd  Bn.  Connaught  Rangers)  gained  Victoria  Crosses 
for  saving  the  life  of  Lieut.  Dewar  of  the  1st  Royal  Dragoons. 

The  war  of  1879  against  the  Zulus  called  finally  for  a  great  number  of  troops,  but 
medals  bearing  the  dates  1877  and  1878,  whether  alone  or  with  1879,  were  earned 
by  men  who  bore  the  hardest  share  of  the  campaign — the  Zulu  victory  at  Isandhluana 
— the  glorious  defence  of  Rourke’s  Drift — the  over-running  of  the  post  at  Intombi 
River. 

The  medals  were  won  by  a  large  number  of  “  odd  men  ”  as  the  following  list 
shows — it  may  not  be  complete  but  does  indicate  that  the  soldiers  of  the  British 
Army  wanted  active  service.  The  General  commanding  until  after  Cetawayo’s 
defeat  at  Ulundi  was  Lord  Chelmsford,  who  learned  his  tactics  with  Lord  Napier 
of  Magdala,  and  being  in  a  hostile  country  would  not  strike  until  his  lines  of  com¬ 
munication  were  secured.  After  Ulundi  the  Command  was  in  the  hands  of  Lord 
Wolsey  but  his  part  of  the  campaign  was  chiefly  “  mopping  up.” 

2nd  Life  Guards  claimed  two  medals  with  single  date  1879.

NUMISMATIC  SOCIETIES. 


Coventry  and  District  Num.  Soc.  N.  J.  Ebsworth 
presented  his  paper  “  The  Story  of  the  Warwick  Mint  ” 
to  a  very  absorbed  and  stronger  than  usual  audience  at 
the  December  meeting  of  the  Society. 

Not  only  was  Mr.  Ebsworth’s  story  of  this  particular 
mint  extremely  interesting  but  the  historical  background 
of  Danish  and  Saxon  England  presented  during  the 
talk  showed  that  the  speaker  was  no  ordinary  historian 
but  one  who  had  delved  deeply  into  the  whys  and 
wherefores  of  history  as  it  was  lived  in  those  far-off  days. 

His  knowledge  of  Anglo-Saxon  England  extended  far 
beyond  the  layman’s  text-book  story  and  those  who 
listened  to  him  were  very  grateful  that  he  had  chosen 
such  a  subject  as  the  theme  of  his  talk. 

Members  of  the  audience  also  expressed  their  delight 
at  the  magnificent  manner  in  which  the  speaker’s 
knowledge  of  Anglo-Saxon  history  and  coins  was  con¬ 
veyed  to  them.  All  were  still  eager  to  hear  more  when 
Mr.  Ebsworth  brought  his  talk  to  an  end  by  introducing 
Norman  England. 

Commencing  his  talk  by  referring  to  early  sceatta  and 
stycas  Mr.  Ebsworth  then  outlined  the  story  of  the 
coins  struck  in  England  from  the  time  of  Offa  of  Mercia 
to  the  reign  of  Harold  the  Second,  stressing  those 
issuing  from  the  Warwick  Mint.  During  the  talk 


coins  associated  with  this  mint  were  passed  round  and 
those  among  us  who  loved  Anglo-Saxon  coins  could  not 
help  but  be  thrilled  when  handling  such  beautiful 
specimens — especially  the  magnificent  silver  pennies  of 
Harold  the  First. 

Mr.  Ebsworth  is  to  be  congratulated  on  his  talk  and 
on  the  coins  he  exhibited,  also  on  the  very  able  marmer 
in  which  he  answered  questions  at  the  end  of  the  story. 
This  is  Air.  Ebsworth’s  first  talk  to  the  Society.  We  all 
hope  it  will  not  be  the  last!
